So lt'c:uinol lie thoiiplU that Mr. Tnimnii 
meant tliom lus a .■>pccinc warning to Russia 
or anyone c\r,v. When the l:i'o President 
Roosevelt and {ormer Prime Minister Church- 
ill spoke of restoring sovertlyji rlfihts, they 
obviously were referring to peoples under 
axla domination. But the reference still ap- 
plies, to the nussian-domlnatcd Baltic and 
Balkan .states, to Austria and to British- 
dominated Greece, 

In the .second ([uoted paragrapli, Mr. Tru- 
man took pains to specify that our belief In 
Ireely chosen self-government extends to all 
the world's continents. In doing so he surely 
was mindful of the Indians, the Algerians 
and the Tunisians, and of the Annumltes and 
Javanese who are now riglitlnG lor their in- 
dependence. 

But who Is to JudRo when peoples are "pre- 
pared" for .self- government? What standards 
or Judgment are to be used? How, In genera!, 
is tills country Kolng to put all Us e.xpre.s.sed 
beliefs on foreign policy Into practice — and 
When ? 

Thus far there has been an Inclination to 
temporize as well as to compromise. This sov- 
crnment has blown hot and cold toward the 
Peron regime in Argentine. It has permitted 
the British and Dutch to use American lend- 
lease weapons In their colonial wars. 

No one can deny that the whole problem of 
practical forelRn relations i.-i a delicate and 
dlfricult one. And no one can sny that com- 
proniliing and temporlzinR can always be 
avoided. But perhap.s It will make the task a 
trifle easier to restate and rcarrirm this coun- 
try's historical position as clearly and force- 
fully a.s President Truman ha.s dene.

The United Press account o( the suicide of 
Robert Ley Included this sentence: "Ley com- 
posed a strange document conceding the 
error.s of na'^lsm and Indicating that Ills 
downfall had deranged lilm to .'■ojnc extent." 

That Is an interesting conjecture. And If 
the writer of the story were comparlnR the 
"political testament" ol the one-time nnzl 
labor bo.-is with his past deeds and utterances, 
then Ley wius Indeed dcranBcd. 

But Ley wa.s a .scientist before he became 
the drunken, bigoted, fanatical na'::i hoodlum 
who t:rcate[i the "Strength Through Joy" 
movcmfnt. And It may bo that some of the 
sclentLsL's lucidity returned to him In the 
last days of the evil IKe that he chose to end. 

Much that Ley said In his "deranged" tes- 
tament had the ponderous conviction of 
prophecy. He told the German people: "We 
have forsaken God, and therefore we are for- 
■sakcii by God, We put our human volition In 
llie place of His godly Brace, In antl-Senilt- 
ism we violated the basic commandment of 
His creation." 

Anyone of an exact and explicit turn of 
mind may rind those tlirce sentences a too 
simple, too theological e.xplanatlon. Attorney 
Genera! Clark, In a recent speech, complained 
that Ley and the Germans mistook anti- 
Semitism and nazlsm for two separate phil- 
osophies, rather than one and the same thing. 

Yet there Is evidence In Ley's testament 
that he considered anti-Semitism the root or 
all evils of nazlsm. In its elimination he saw 
the German people's salvation. And while 
his plan for that salvation might be un- 
workable, it suggested nt least a sound step 
toward redemption. 

Certainly the three sentences quoted hero 
are a persua.slve summing up of tlie crime and 
punishment of the German people— the most 
terrible crime by an enlightened nation in 
the history of man. They form a valuable 
Iceacy to a recently deranged people from 
one of the mad leaders whom they had be- 
lieved and followed from "Strength Through 
Joy" to niln and despair.
